The prayer was oifered by Prelate Emeritus, Warren 
B. Ellis. ‘WThe Commendery was opened for the purpose of 
attending the Conclave at New Orleans tor the purpose of 
working the Orders of Red Cross, Malta and Temple on the 
high seas. ‘he lines were tormed under the direction of the 
Captain General, and the start for New Orleans was made. 
The party aseembled at 9 o'clock Monday morning, April 10th 
at the Summer Street Terminal of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R R where they embarked in a special car for New 
York. Upon arrival at New York at the Rennsylvania Station, 
the party was transferred to Pier 67 where a river steamer 
was taken to Pier 1, Hoboken, where the party proceeded to 
the steamer Cristobal which was beautifully decorated with 
flags, at the fore peak flying the Beauseant. At the dock 
were the Vice-President of the Panama Steamship Co., and 
other Officers to see the party off. The Cristobal at once 
proceeded to se@ with the following Officers: P

The Cristobal sailed at 5:45 P. M., immediately 
proceeding to sea. 


At dinner that night the announcement was made that GD 
at luncheon and dinner each day the blessing would be given 
before each meal and this was carried out throughout the i 


entire trip. 


The following days were pleasantly passed on board 
the steamer, dancing and games enlivening the time. Too much 
cannot be said of the orchestra which furnished beautiful 
music on the trip. Two of the men in the orchestra were 
from Sousea's Band and one from the Symphony Orchestra. 


On Friday morning the Island of San Salvador was 
sighted, which was the first land sighted by Columbus. 
While passing the Island the event was celebrated by an egg 
breaking contest, an episode which Columbus has made famous. 
That night, being Good Friday night, the Southern Cross came 
to view through the forward rigging of the ship. It seemed 
especially appropriate that this prighfest constellation 
should be sighted on Friday night. : > 


Saturday was spent in skirting the Island of Cuba, 
and early Sunday morning the ship Jamai¢s was sighted. The 
Cristobal was docked at 9 A. M. Easter Sunday and a delega- 
tion, including the Commender, attended Divine Services in 
the English Church at Jamaica where special consideration 
was shown to the entire party. ‘he remainder of the day 


wes spent in sight seeing over this mountainous Island, 
lunch being taken by most of the party at the Myrtlebank 
Hotel, 


The. ship sailed trom Jamaica at 5 P. M., immediately 
taking the trade winds across the Carribean Sea for Cristo- 
bal. Yhe day before reaching Cristobal, Eminent Sir Bliss, 
Chariman of the Committee for our Entertainment, opened 
wireless communication with the ship during which exchange 
the Canal. Zone requested that all ot the arrangements made 
by Raymond & Whitcomb Company be cancelled, and their 
arrangements tor enterteinment accepted, which continued 
until the ship finally arrived at Cristobal where the Pilot 
was taken aboard and also Em. Sir Bliss. With the Port 
Doctor also came on board another delegation from the Canal 
Zone Commandery #1, and also a representative from the 
Government who presented to the Commandery the freedom of the 
Port. This was a very Significant act as it had never been 
presented to any person or body except diplomats, to whom 
this courtesy is always extended. Immediately the ship | 
was docked, the members of the Canal Zone came on board with 
their ladies, and extended the courtesies of the Zone to the 
Commandery and their members,and the entire party were then 
taken by automébiles and driven around Cristobal and Colon 
on a sight seeing trip. That evening Commander French 
and the officers of the Canal Zone Commandery #1 entertained 
the members and ledies of Boston Commandery at a banquet 
at the Hotel Washington, after which they attended a Ge 
reception at which were present not only the Templers and j 
ladies, but also Masons and the Governor ot Colon, Excellency 


Arosemena, a true Spanish gentlemen with all the courtesy 
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and breeding that Spain represents, Commander French was 
also host of other occasions which followed. The next 
morning’ the entire party were taken by automobiles and 
driven to the Gatum Locks where the mystery of the Canal 

was explained and operated for their benefit. A special 
train was then taken to the dam and spillway which was 
operated for our party. This was the most beautitul and 
gorgeous sight seen on the entire trip. The steamer Gold 
Star was next taken tor a trip through the Lake and Culebra 
Cut. It is worthy of note that Captain Wallace of the Gold 
Star is a member of St. John’s Lodge of Boston. The emer- 
gency dam was operated tor the party. Whis dam is one that 
is to be used only in case the locks give way, when the water 
is held back in the lakes so that the canal may not be des- 
troyed. Many of the men who have been in the Canal Zone 
for 10 and 12 years have never seen this in operation. In 
this place a picture was taken ot the party with the dam 
swung across the-swung—acress the locks cutting off the 
water. From there the entire party were taken in automobiles 
to Balboa where they were entertained at the Tivoli Hotel. 
The Commander paid his respects to Governor Morrill in the 
Government building while the rest ot the party enjoyed 
luncheon. ‘the atternoon was spent by the party in sight 
seeing around Balboa, Panama, and adjoinging places. That 
evening Boston Commandery entertained the Officer of Panama 
Commandery, also the Distirct Grend Master, Sir Knight Ralph 
Osborn, and the Deputy of the Supreme Council of the 33rd - 
Southern jurisdiction, Sir Knight William W. Jones, ata 
Banquet at tne Country Club in Panama. Mrs. Briggs enter- 
tained the Ladies ot the Panama Canal Zone Commandery at 


the Hotel Tivoli. 


The next morning the party was taken to the tortitica. 
tions at the entrance from the Pacitic. These fortitica- 
tions are on a mountain. The entrance is through a tunnel 
which leads through the mountain where an elevator is taken 
to the top. Here the guns and other tortifications are 
kept. On returning the party went immediately to the dock 
where they boardéd the Cristobal. Cheers were given and 
courtesies extended and the Cristobal sailed at 12:15 for 
New Orleans after one ot the most enjoyable visits ever paid 
by any Commandery to a sister Commandery.

June 15, 1922 


My dear Commander Briggs: 


Senator Lodge has conveyed to me the 
contents of your letter to him written under date ot June 
9th. I have already wired to Mr. Foss the impossibility 


of my coming to Boston for the Annual Commencement at 


Harvard. Under these circumstances it will be impossible of @ 
course, to be present at the proposed inspection of the 

Grand Commandery. I should like you to know that it would be 
avery great pleasure to me to meet and greet the Knights 
Templars of Boston Commanderyand the Metrepolitan District, 

but I do not see how such an engagement‘is going to be possible 
in the immediate future. The unavoidable delay of many i 
difficult problems under consideration by the Congress has 
made it necessary tor me to modify my plans for the summer 
period immediately before us, and I can not be certain 

about any travel engagements at the present time. I regret 
the impossibility of my witnessing the inspection of Boston 
Commandery, but shall not wholly put aside the hope of some 
day having that very great satisfaction. I have said that 
substance ot the above to Senator Lodge, who has been more 
than an enthusiastic Knight in presenting to me the attract- 
iveness of such a meeting, and impressing upon me the desir- 
ability of knowing the membership of Boston Commandery.

$1523.34: tor Life Membership, $1200.00; making the total 
disbursements $26027.40, leaving a balance in the treasury 
of $3677.50. 


The Samuel C Lawrence Charity Fund totals $5157.64. 
The General Charity Fund Totals $12850.48 and the Permanent 
Fund totals $90338.70, making the total assets in money & Sec. 
$112004.32

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We have at the present time 285 Lite Members, 990 
paying members, 9 honorary members, and 7 Life and Honorary 
members, making a total of 1291. 


the income from the Charity Fund has been expended 
in practically its entirety for the charity ot the Command- 
ery. The income from the Permanent Fund, $3271.89, nas been 
‘turned over tor the general use of the Commandery. It is a 
matter of much interest to notice that all Life Memberships 
are paid into the permanent Fund, the income from these 
being paid back to the Commandery. Although we have only 
285 Life Members, we get as much income from the Permanent 
Fund as we would had we would—had—we 500 additional paying 
members. In other words, the permanent fund gives us the 
benefit of what would be 500 members without any additional 
expense to the Commandery. It is undoubtedly a fact that 
it we did not have this permanent fund it would be necessary 
to make a very trastic advance in dues. Probably our dues 
would have to be advanced to between $12.00 and $15.00 per 
year if we did not have the income which we annually derive 
from this permanent fund. 


The finance committee would like to call your attention 
to the fact that at the Triennial Conclave at New Orleans 
it was voted to tax every Knight Templar $1.00 per year tor 
educational purposes. This tax will probably be levied on 
us sometime within a year and it will be necessary tor us 
to provide means tor meeting it. 


Your finance committee would also like to call your 
attention to the tact that the dues of Boston Commandery are 
considerably lower than those of other sister Commanderies 
in the Temple. The dues of one ot our sister Commanderies 
is $25.00 a year. Another is charging $10.00 per year and 
has this year put on an additional assessment of $15.00 per 
member to be paid in two yearly installments of $7.50 per 
year, making the dues $17.50 p r year which is compared with 


$8.00 a year charged by Boston Commandery. Should the 


number of candidates be materially reduced to the numbers 
which were taken in yearly a few years ago, it would be im- 
possible for the Commandery to meet its expenses on the 
present dues, provided, of course, that the expenses run as 
much as they have been running for the past few years. The 
discrepancy between our charges and those of our sister 
Commanderies is so great that the Finance Committee want to 
call your special attention and careful consideration to our) 
future financiering. 


During the year we have had the usual tem meetings at 
which dinners have been provided. As has been the custom 


‘in the past, these dinners have been provided at a loss to 


the Commandery, the charge being much less than the Com- 
mandery has been charged by the caterers. 


Your committee also wishes to report that the Commandery 
this year hes held a barbecue, a Templar Ball, has carried 


their banners and visited three foreign countries, namely, 

the English Island of Jamaica, the Republic of Panama, and 

the Republic of Cuba. They have also visited the Isthmus of 
Panama and the Triennial Conclave at New Orleans at all of 
which places the high standard and reputation of the Com- 
mandery has been upheld in a dignified nammer. They have 
also made Templar history for they have not only conferred the 
Order of the Temple on the high seas tor the first time that 
it has ever been conferred on the high seas in history, but 
they have also conferred the Order of Red Cross and the Order 
of Malta for the first time they have ever been conferred 
upon the high seas. They have produced the Passion in its 
entirety at 2 regular meeting, abd have also held a series 

of three Commandery dances, and celebrated St John's Day 

with an Outing. They have entertained at their meetings 

the Masonic Club of Boston, the members of the Legislature 

of Massachusetts who were Templars, and many other distinguished 
officers of the Order. They were officially visited in New 
Orleans by the Most Eminent Grand Master of Knights Templars 
of U. S. of America togetherwith his entire suite of officers, 
including the present Most Eminent Grand Master of the U. S. 
of America. They have been received and entertained by Canal 
Zone Commandery #1, by Havana Commandery #1, under dispensation, 
and have been received and visited by Governors and high 
officials at these places. 


The Annual Inspection of Bostm Commandery was most 
successful. The Right Eminent Grand Commander of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island specially honored the Commandery 
by himself acting as Inspecting Officer, something that no other 
Right Eminent Grand Commander has done since the present 
mode ot Inspection hss been in vogue. 


The Golf Team organized by your Commandery has won the 
blue ribbon of Commandery golf and is at present ready to 
defend it. In addition to this, the Boston Commandery Band 
has been organized and has added much to the pleasure of our 
meetings. The Commandery perlors and the officers rooms 
have also been refinished and rederorated. 


The Committee wishes to call your attention to the 
extremely good work that has been by the oificers, guards 
and members of Boston Commandery during this year. It is 
probably not known that Sir Knight Hall and Sir knight 
Wood are giving up many days of hard and not over pleasant 
labor in preparing for the meetings of this Commandery and 
also cleaning up after the meetings are through. Sir 
Knight Hall gets no compensation whatever for his labors, 
nor does he desire any. Sir Knight Weod gets but a very 
meagre compensation and he gives back to the Commandery in one 
way or another as much and more than he receives. It is a 
labor of love with both of them, and your committee feel 
that you should know of the love and labor which these two 
men are very freely giving to us without any expectation or 
desire for adequate compensation other than what comes from 


duty well performed.

Right Eminent Sir Everett Chamberlain Benton, Past Grand Commander 


Born in Guildhall, Vt», September 25, 1862. Died in Belmont, Masse, 
February 4, 1924. 


Rt. Eminent Sir Benton was the son of Judge Charles E. and Adda 
Chamberlain Benton. His ancestors on both sides came from England 
previous to 1700, his four great grandfathers serving in the Revolution- 
ary Ware 


In 1882 he came to Boston and secured a position in the insurance 
house of John C Paige, and on the death of the founder became a part 


of its organizations 
‘During the years 1895, 1896 and 1897 he served as an aid on Governor > 


‘Greenhalge’s staff, with the rank of Colonel's and in 1898 was elected a 


member of the Executive Council. 


For a munber of years he was prominent in the affairs of the Republi- 
can party;for eleven years on the State Committee, three years bein chair) 
man of Executive Committee; delegate to three National Conventions; and 
in 1904 being a delegate-at-large. He was president of the Beacon Society 
and a member of the Metropolitan Park Commission. 


He was the author of the "History of Guildhall”, a valuable and 
authentic authority, supplying much of the early history of the country 
as well as the tovme 


In 1901, he erected and presented to his native towm a Public Library 
and Masonic Hall.

He was a man who began life with only an opportunity, but who by 
indefatigable labor and industry built up a most successful business, 
being one who placed patriotism above’ partisanship; a wonderful man in 
his fraternal relations. He was a kindly and helpful neighbor, and one 
who had a deep sense of religion. 


His burial was from the Park Street Church in Boston, the Rev Dr 
A. Ze Conrad, pastor of the Park Street Church, delivering a beautiful 
eulogy of the deceased. 


Beautiful floral tributes banked the pulpit and covered the surround- 
ing walls. The Masonic funeral rites were conducted by Most Worshipful 
Dudley H. Ferrell, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 


Representatives of the State and City officials, business associates 
and Masonic delegates crowded the church, together with the relations and ° 
intimate personal friendse 


Besides his wife, Colonel Benton, leaves three sons; the attorney 
General of Massachusetts, Charles E., and Josiah H., and three daughters, 
Mrs.’Carl E. Loneren, of Minneaepolis, Minn., Mrs. Mrs Edward E Wood Jr., 
of Belmont and Miss Hannah Slade Benton. 


His Masonic affiliations were as follows: 


He was raised a Master Mason in Simon W Robinson Lodge at Lexington 
in 1895, became a member of Waltham R A Chapter in 1896; of Boston 
Council of Royal and Select Masters in 1901; and of St Bernard Commandery 


in 1902. 


He received the degrees of the Aincient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
in 1895, and received the Sdrd degree in 1902. 


He presided over Boston Council Royal and Select Masters from October 
1904, to October 1905, was Eminent Commander of St Bernard Commandery 
in 1906, and Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts 
in 1906, and was Grand Master in 1912 and 1915. He was elected 
Commander-in-chief of Massachusetts Consistory in December 1906, for a term 


of three yearse 


He served this Grand Commandery as Grand Captain of the Guards in 
1911; Grand Sword Bearer in 1912; Grand Junior Warden, 1914; Grand 
Senior Warden, 1915; Grand Captain General, 1916; Grand Generalissimo 
19173 Deputy Grand Commander, 1918; and Grand Commander in 1919.

To all Knights Templar within the Jurisdiction of the Grand Commandery: 
INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Grand Officers attending the various functions, official or social, of the Grand Commandery, or sub- 
ordinate Commanderies, shall appear in full Templar regalia unless otherwise ordered by the Grand Commander. 

2. The inspection suite should consist of the following: Officers of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Past Grand Commanders, Commanders of Commanderies in 
this jurisdiction, Generalissimos and Captain. Generals; and Officers of other Grand Jurisdictions who may 
be in attendance and in regalia. All officers shall be in full Templar uniform. 

3. Necessary traveling expenses of officers incurred while attending Inspections or performing such other 
duties as may be assigned to them by the Grand Commander shall be allowed. 

4, Each officer shall render to the Grand Commander in duplicate his individual expense on official blank 
forms. 

5. The Inspecting Officer will render the amount for himself, Grand Warder, and all Past Grand Com- 
manders who may accompany him. 

6. Division Commanders shall have general supervision over the Commanderies in their charge, and 
shall report conditions, etc., at frequent intervals to the Grand Commander. 

7. In perfecting the Ritualistic and Tactical work of the Commandery, General Officers will follow the 
instructions issued by the Inspector Instructor or his Deputy. 

8. Several group rehearsals will be held previous to the Inspections; after which any Commandery feeling 
that they need special instructions will communicate with the Grand Commander. 

9. Candidates shall possess full regalia, including coat, before being knighted. No more than ten can- 
didates shall have the Order of the Temple conferred on them at any one conclave. This order is made for 
the reason that every candidate is entitled to the full form work. In special circumstances the Grand Com- 
mander may grant an emergency dispensation. 

It is suggested that instead of rehearsals a special conclave be called, and the work done at this special 
conclave. 

10. Statutes of the Grand Encampment, Section 160, says: ‘‘The original or a working copy of the dis- 
pensation or charter of a Commandery must be present at the opening and throughout every conclave. 

41. Commanders are requested to cause their Commanderies to be opened in full form at each regular 
conclave. 

12, Commanders will cause to be sent to the Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Commander, Inspector 
Instructor, Deputy Inspector Instructor, and Grand Recorder all notices of all conclaves in their respective 
divisions. : a 

13. Commanders and other elective officers of every Commandery are hereby reminded that it is an 
ortant and essential part of their official duty to thoroughly acquaint themselves with the Constitution, 
d Rituals of the Grand Encampment, the Constitution, Laws, and Regulations of this Grand 
and the By-laws of their own Commandery. Inspecting Officers will strongly emphasize this

Commanderies the facts in regard to the Educational Fund of the Grand Encampment. 

18. Every Tactical Formation for every parade occasion shall be in strict accordance with the official 
tactics and formations of this Grand Commandery and under the direct instruction of the Inspector Instructor 
or the Deputy Inspector Instructor unless otherwise ordered by the Grand Commander. 

19. All Grand Commandery Officers and Past Grand Commanders are entitled, and are hereby cordially and 
courteously invited, to attend any and all Inspections. 

20. A Special Conclave of this Grand Commandery will be held in Worcester, June 24, 1925, for the 
purpose of celebrating the One Hundredth Anniversary of Worcester County Commandery, No. 5. All sub- 
ordinate Commanderies are hereby invited to attend in as full formation as possible.

To the Officers and Sir Knights of the Obedience of this Grand Commandery: 


It is with sorrow that I have to announce the death of Right Emi- 
nent Sir Asa Clarke Jewett, who died July 23, 1925, at the Glacier Na- 
tional Park Hotel, in the State of Montana, while on his way to attend 
the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment at Seattle. 


He was born in Pepperell, Mass., March 20, 1860. 

The record of his Masonic activities is as follows: 

He was raised to a Master Mason in Dalhousie Lodge Nov. 2, 1881. 
He was exalted in Newton Royal Arch Chapter February 2, 1884. 
Greeted in Adoniram Council March 28, 1907. 


Knighted in Gethsemane Commandery June 26, 1884, and was its 
Recorder from September 16, 1884, to the day of his death, excepting 
the years 1911 and 1912,when he was Commander, and 1924 and 1925, 
when he was Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 


He received the Grades in the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in 
the Valley of Boston as follows: 

Boston Lafayette Lodge of Perfection, 14th grade, April 6, 1888. 

Giles I. Yates Council Princes of Jerusalem, 16th grade, April 13, 1888. 

Mt. Olivet Chapter of Rose Croix, 18th grade, April 20, 1888. 


Sublime Prince of the Royal Secret in Massachusetts Consistory, 
32nd grade, April 20, 1888. 


He also served this Grand Commandery, being appointed Sword 
Bearer in 1915 and elected Grand Junior Warden, Grand Senior Warden, 
Grand Captain General, Grand Generalissimo, Deputy Grand Com- 
mander and elected Grand Commander in October, 1924. 


In every relation of life he was a just and upright man, his spirit of 
fidelity made him a useful citizen. As a business man, he succeeded 
because of his devotion to duty, his uncompromising integrity and his 
loyalty to every trust and the influence of his companionship was an 
inspiration. Never once in the manifest detail of little things in the level 


of every day life was he known to show signs of anything but the high- 


minded, just and self-sacrificing man and public-spirited citizen that he was.

To all Knights Templars within the Jurisdiction of this Grand Commandery: 
INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Grand Officers attending the various functions, official or social, of the Grand Commandery, or subor- 
dinate Commanderies, shall appear in full Templar regalia unless otherwise ordered by the Grand Commander, 
and should on all possible occasions be accompanied by their Deputy Grand Warder. 

2. The inspection suite should consist of the following: Officers of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Past Grand Commanders, Commanders of Commanderies in 
this Jurisdiction, Generalissimos, Captain Generals, Past Commanders and Officers of other Grand Jurisdictions 
who may be in attendance and in regalia. All Officers shall be in full Templar uniform. 

3. All Grand Commandery Officers, Past Grand Commanders, also Past Commanders, are entitled, and 
are hereby cordially and courteously invited, to attend any and all inspections. 

4, Division Commanders shall have general supervision over all Commanderies in their charge, and shall 
report conditions at frequent intervals to the Grand Commander. 

5. Commanders and other elective Officers of every Commandery are hereby reminded that it is an impor- 
tant and essential part of their official duty to thoroughly acquaint themselves with the Constitution, Statutes, 
and Rituals of the Grand Encampment, the Constitution, Laws, and Regulations of this Grand Jurisdiction, 
and the By-Laws of their own Commandery. Inspecting Officers will report any and every violation of Templar 
Law observed by them. 

6. Commanders are requested to refer all requests of a minor nature requiring decisions to their Division 
Commander; he in turn, if necessary, will take the same up with the Grand Commander. A Division Com- 
mander should be able to judge of the necessities and requirements, particularly where they do not conflict with 
the Constitution and General Regulations; but the Division Commander shall make no original or first decision 
on any point. 

7. In perfecting the Ritualistic and Tactical work of the Commandery, General Officers will follow the 
instructions of the Inspector Instructor or his Deputy. 

8. Candidates shall possess full regalia, including coat, before being Knighted. No more than ten candidates 
shall have the Order of the Temple conferred on them at any one Conclave. Every candidate is entitled to the 
full form work. In special circumstances the Grand Commander may grant an emergency dispensation. 

9. It is the desire of the Grand Commander and the Inspector Instructor that all Commanderies be opened 
in full form. The Inspecting Officer will, in a report to the Grand Commander at the end of the year, make note 
of the number of times each Commandery has complied with this request. 

10. Commanderies must send to the Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Commander, Grand General- 
issimo, Grand Captain General, Inspector Instructor, Deputy Inspector Instructor and Grand Recorder notices 
of all their Conclaves, also to each Division Commander the notices of Commanderies in their Division. 

11. Commanders are directed to cause to be sent to this office immediate information of the death of any 
Past Commander or Officer of their respective Commanderies, together with such a sketch of his Masonic 
History as can be obtained. ; . ; ; f 

12, Every Tactical Formation for every parade occasion must be in strict accordance with the official 
5 mations of this Grand Commandery and under the direct instruction of the Inspector Instructor

ee Dee Inspector Instructor unless otherwise ordered by the Grand Commander. 


13. In accordance with the recommendation adopted at the Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery, 
it is provided that each Commandery may have ten copies of the Combined Ritual and Tactics, which has just 
been issued by the Committee. They may be procured from RE... Sir Frederick I. Dana, Inspector Instruc- 
tor, Masonic Temple, Providence, R. I. The price is two dollars per copy, or twenty dollars for ten, plus two 
doliars for postage, making a total of twenty-two dollars. In ordering by the Commander, a check should be 
sent with the order made payable to the Grand Commandery Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. These copies will be sent to the Commander by registered mail, and return receipt is required. All 
copies are numbered and returns will be made yearly by all Inspecting Officers of their preservation and con- 
dition. In case of loss or destruction, immediate report must be made to the Inspector Instructor and Grand 
Commander. A fine of twenty-five dollars each will be assessed against any Commandery for the loss or de- 
struction of any of these copies. 

14. Every Commander shall require the Recorder to keep duplicate copies of the records of the Com- 
mandery. He shall see that all correspondence is answered promptly. Requests for dispensations must be 
made and signed by the Commander, attested by the Recorder, and shall bear the seal of the Commandery. 
Returns of all dispensations must be made immediately on the form attached bearing the seal of the Recorder. 
Each Division Commander will see that this order is complied with. 

15. All notices of Conclaves and meetings must be sent in sealed envelopes. A return post card may be 
used, but shall have no announcement whatever. 

16. In receiving invitations to Commandery affairs, the Grand Commander will not accept unless the 
Grand Warder is invited. The Grand Warder is the personal aide to the Grand Commander and must be 
recognized as such. This should also apply to the Division Commanders and their Deputy Grand Warders. 

17. Commanders shall see that a suitable visitor’s book is placed in the anteroom. All visitors to a Com- 
mandery must be required to register in proper form. When a visitor is not a Sir Knight of this Jurisdiction a 
letter from the Recorder must be sent to the Recorder of the Commandery of which he is a Sir Knight informing 
the Commandery that this Frater was present at the Conclave which he visited. 

18. It is requested that each Commandery procure a light-weight parade banner to be used on all occasions 
outside of the Asylum.

INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Grand Officers attending the various functions, official or social, of the Grand Commandery, or sub- 
ordinate Commanderies, shall appear in Full Templar regalia unless otherwise ordered by the Grand Commaider. 


2. The Inspection suite shall consist of the following: Officers of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Past Grand Commanders, Commanders of Commanderies in this 
Jurisdiction, Generalissimos, Captain Generals and Past Commanders, together with Officers of other Grand 
Jurisdictions who may be in attendance and in regalia. All Officers shall be in Full Templar Uniform. 

3. All Grand Commandery Officers, Past Grand Commanders, and Past Commanders are entitled, and 
are hereby cordially and courteously invited, to attend any and all Inspections. 

4, Division Commanders shall have general supervision over all Commanderies in their charge, and shall 
report conditions at frequent intervals to the Grand Commander. 

5. In perfecting the Ritualistic and Tactical work of the Commandery, General Officers will follow the 
instructions of the Inspector Instructor or his Deputy. Candidates shall possess full regalia, including coat, 
before being Knighted. 

6. It is the desire of the Grand Commander and the Inspector Instructor that all Commanderies be opened 
in full form.

| In Memoriam 


EUGENE ALEXANDER HOLTON 


| Born in Nashua, New Hampshire, January 13, 1847 
Died in Boston, Massachusetts, March 21, 1927 


| Before the completion of his school days in his- native town, he 
enlisted as a drummer boy in the 43d Regiment in the Civil War. 


| Soon after the close of the war he entered the employ of a Mr. 
Lake, in the photograph business. Later he continued in that business 
|on his own account. — 


He early became interested in the collection of stamps and 
developed a lucrative business, and was widely regarded as an authority 
on philatelic matters. His valuable collection and business in this | 
line was sold out some twenty years ago. 


Recently he also retired from the photograph business.

He was exalted in St Andrews Royal Arch Chapter March 13, 1873, 
and was its E. High Priest in 1888 and 1689.

[absent from a meeting, his interest and activity continued to the end.

| Dinner and exercises of Boston Commandery keenly enjoying as was his

old Companions there present.
